CORONER’S REMARKS AT 
A DUBLIN INQUEST.

- An inquest was opened 'in the Royal City 
of Dublin Hospital yesterday by Dr. J. P. 
Brennan, Coroner for South County Dublin, 
on the body of Denis Finn, aged between 36 
and 40 years,a photographer, of 48 Serpentine 
avenue, who was killed on the railway line 
near Lansdowne road crossing on Saturday 
last. 

Earlier the same day Finn had been in- 
volved in a motor accident at Westland row, 
but escaped with slight injuries, which did 
not necessitate his detention in Sir Patrick 
Dun’s Hospital. 

In the course of the inquiry yesterday it 
was mentioned that Finn, who was suffering 
from neurasthenia, had applied to be ad- 
mitted to the Richmond Asylum as a volun- 
tary patient, but would not be admitted on 
the ground that he would have to be 
certified. 

CORONER'S COMMENT. 

Commenting on this, the Coroner said that 
it raised a very important question, as, no 
doubt, had the recommendations of Dr. 
Nightingale, who attended the deceased man, 
been carried out, they would not be holding 
that inquest. The question arose to 
whether a fuller investigation should not be 
made as to why they were not adopted. If 
recommendations were to be ignored,

Circular road, stated that he had been at 
tending Finn for six weeks for neurasthenia, 
which was pro! ably due to war service. He 
was a typical case of the malady, and he 
consented to a suggestion made by the wit- 
ness that he should enter Richmond Asylum 
as a voluntary patient. He gave Mr. Finn a 
letter to the asylum authorities, and under- 
that he was refused admission on the 
ground that he would have to be certified. 
The witness gave instructions to his relatives 
to watch him carefully and report any varia

Wilkinson and Sons, cattle salesmen, . when 
seen by an /rish 7'imes representative, said 
that he had seen the statement, but the trade 
were very -much in the dark about the 
matter. There was nearly always, he said, 
a fall in prices about October and November, 
but the trade as a whole did not expect, and 
in fact did not fear, an exceptional reduction, 
Cattle were usually cheaner at that time, 
and they did not consider that there was any 
reason for a scare about it. 

Prices have been slipoing back, he said, 
a bit for the past few weeks, and from what 
I can gather from English shippers, they do 
not look for any unusual fall this year. It 
is very hard to look ahead at all, but after 
a talk “with people from the far side, [ gather 
that they do not expect that things will be 


as bad as this letter would suggest. Money 
governs everything, but I do not think that 
there is any feeling in the trade that the

NO NEED FOR ALARM. 

Mr. Richard Ganly (Ganly and Sons) said 
that he did not wish to express any opinion 
at all on the subject, that people should be

PROGRESS AT THE WEIR. 

It is at the intake building and the weir 
that one gets the first real impression of 
the magnitude of this undertaking. In 
the few months since I was last at the 
site great progress has been made. Then 
there was practically nothing but a long 
wooden palisade across the river. Now 
the intake building which is to control the 
flow of water in the canal, or head race, 

taking final shape. Out of its rocky 
foundations has risen a great gray erection 
of ferro-concrete. Over a hundred yards 
long, it has three openings nearly thirty 
nards wide and about eighteen feet high. 
They peer like great big windows through 
the centre of the pile, and are the sluices 
through which the water wil] be let ixto 
the canal. To the left there 1s yet another 
opening about ten yards wide which is 
to form the channel through which vessels 
will pass. The most interesting feature 
is the syphon, or tunnel—over thirty feet 
in diameter—which has been carried right 
along under the intake building to carry 
the waters of the tributary Black River 
and the drainage trenches under the canal 
and into the Shannon, and so prevent flood 
ing. At the entrance to this syphon there 
has been erected a fish ladder to afford 
salmon free access to their native waters. 
From the right shoulder of the intake 
building and stretching across the old 
river course there is being erected a weir 
with the object of raising the river level 
from twenty-one to twenty-five feet above 
its average level. In the face of the weir 
will be six openings controlled by roller 
«eel sinice gates to control the flow of 
water into the old river bed. 


BLASTING OPERATIONS. 
st the moment the workmen are busily 
engaged working out the foundations in 
the bed of the river. One great solid 
block of a pier has been completed, and 
ers high over the water. Deep down 
inside two big square palisades the task 
of stripping the river bed to the solid rock 
is proceeding. A number of pumps are 
at work ejecting any water that perco- 
lates through the wood or soil, leaving 
the men free to proceed with their efforts. 
These are mainly blasting operations. 
When I.was at the weir the explosion of 
the charges was about to take place. 
These are so timed that they take place 
during the break intervals for dinner and 
change of working shifts. A bugler biows 
call and flagmen move out in a circle 
warning all and sundry to keep back. 
The moment for this occurred as 1 was 
nearing the spot. Then there wis a 
quick scurry of workmen out of the 
vooden palisades, and in a few seconds 
‘the air was shaken with the deep-toned 
veverberations of the exploding charges, 
and the water all around to a distance 
of a hundred yards was splashed by the 
flying stones thrown up from the rock bed. 
\way back some distance along the 
banks of the new canal similar explosions 
vere taking place. Nearer to the surface 
they went off with a terrific report, throw- 
ing up great volumes of smoke and

I was frankly glad to be back on level 
ground. I was fascinated by the working 
of the great. electric cable crane, with its 
great span right across the dam. I re- 
membered the unceasing way in which this 
crane had kept on dropping the concrete 
mixture, ton by ton, into the cutting until 
the great dam had been built up. It was 
still active and unceasing, and seemed to 
be doing something for everybody. Now it 
was a big “mna. hr of concrete dropped 
on the top of the dam; then there was a 
great Joad of piles swung over and dropped 
down on the turbine house, and again 
there was a railway truck taken up and 
carried clean across from one side of the 
race to the other. 

Deep down in the tail race the work of 
excavation is still going on, but there has 
been great progress made, and the course 
of the race is now definitely defined and 
well on towards completion. The iron 
frame work for the power station also has 
been erected close up under the shoulders 
of the dam, and running up to this there 
is a wide gauge railway, which will con- 
nect the power station direct with the 
Great Southern Railways. 


FIVE THOUSAND WORKERS. 

At the present time, working in full 
swing during the summer, there are five 
thousand men engaged on the undertak- 
ing. Five hundred of these are foreigners. 
They work the clock round in two shifts. 
The day workers start at half-past six 
o’clock in the morning and leave off at 
half-past five in the evening, with a break 
from 12.30 until 1.30 for dinner. The 
night shift starts at 6.30 and works until 
half-past five in the morning, with a break 
of one hour at midnight. The intervals 
for meals, and between the changes of 
shifts, are utilised for the exploding of 
the blasting charges, and with Sunday 
used for overhauling machinery, repairs, 
etc. the work never ceases. “So far as I 
could learn, the progress is well up to 
schedule, and although a great deal re- 
mains to be done—especially at the weir 
at O’Brien’s Bridge—there is no reason 
for doubting that the work will be com- 
pleted on time. Spring should see the 
work finished, and it should be possible 
to have the sluice gates opened, as is 
planned, in June next for the filling of the 
canal.

YEARS, 


LOCAL FISHERMEN 
PUZZLED.

The herring fishing season at Howth, 
now within a fortnight of its close, has 
been exceedingly bad—the worst, it is 
said, for twenty years. The catches week 
by week were small, and, though the 
quality of the fish was uniformly good, 
from the curers’ standard, the prices were 
not so great as to compensate for the 
falling off in the yield of the nets. 

The season opened in the third week of 
June, when 60 cran (about 800 fish to the 
.cran) were landed and bought for £330. 
Up to last week the value of the herrings 
brought into Howth for the season was 
£5,321. In 1926 the return to the fisher- 
men was £47,789, just nine times as great. 


THE ONLY GOOD WEEK. 

The only fairly satisfactory week of the 
season was that ended July 14, when the 
catch amounted to 628 cran and the price 
was £1,350. During the week that fol- 
lowed the catch of 702 cran was not too 
bad for suca a season, but the price of 
13s. a cran was dewn almost to the level 
of the years before the Scottish buyers 
came to the port. The reports of the bad 
fishing kept those buyers, with the excep- 
tion of one or two, away from Howth’this 
year, and a consequence of their absence 
was that the remuneration to the fisher- 
men did not compensate for the small 
catches. The best price of the year was 
£5 a cran, the figure for the Friday morn- 
ing of last week. The best one night’s 
“shot ' for the whole season was 35 
cran taken by the Venture, an Arklow- 
owned motor boat. 

The fleet engaged during the season was 
made up almost entirely of Irish fishing 
boats. There were always a few of the 
Scottish drifters operating from the port, 
but their number was negligible beside 
the scores of craft that thronged the 
harbour two years ago. There was also 
a great falling off in the numbers of the 
girls, mostly na Scotland and Donegal, 
who come to Howth every year for clean- 
ing, curing and packing the herrings. 
Last week the total of those so engaged 
was only seven crews of three to a crew, 
and their earnings were small.

DISTINGUISHED IRISH 
FLIERS’ VIEWS. 


Speaking at the Dublin Rotary Club’s 
weekly luncheon yesterday, at which the well- 
known Irish airwoman, Lady Heath, was the 
guest of honour, Colonel Fitzmaurice, the 
Atlantic flier, said that the aeroplane as 4 
means of cementing international ce was 
more valuable than all the Leagues of Nations 
or peace pacts put together. 

Lady Heath, in an ve Foosrság remarked that 
she had noticed more of a change for the 
better in Ireland on this visit than she had 
observed during the previous five years, She 
had been struck by the clean streets, the 
fine buildings, and the development of the 
‘bus traffic, while the general atmosphere of 
the working-classes seemed happier and more 
care-free. 

Lady Heath's presence was responsible for 


an unusually pe attendance of members— | 


a large number of them women—while amongst 
the guests were her husband, Sir James 
Heath; Senator Major-General Sir Bryan 
Mahon and Colonel and Mrs. Fitzmaurice. 


SAFETY OF FLYING. 

Lady Heath dealt with three aspects of 
aviation—public, private and. co-operative. 
No matter which was taken first the prime 
consideration was safety. To take the great 
airways of the world: during the last three 
years in England not a single fare-paying 
passenger had received even a ámh bab 
the injuries and deaths due to motor and rail- 
way accidents ran into many thousands, Tha 
German record was even better, since not. a 
single fare-pdying passenger had been injured 
in five years. The speaker also emphasised 
the time-saving value of aerial transport, 
illustrating her point by saying that the aero- 
plane would bring Belfast as close to Dublin 
as Glendalough was by train; London as 
close as Athlone was at present, and. Paris 
and Brussels as near as Cork and Limerick 
were at present. ‘These simple facts should 
make business men realise the commercial 
value which lay in the development of avia- 
tion—what it would mean to their business. 

They in,the Free State had their own 
experts—-men like Fitzmaurice and Russell—to 
advise them as to routes and types of 
machines, and their-advice should be taken 
If it was decided to amalgamate with some 


other country in this matter of aerial 
development there would ‘be a certain 
outcry if they amalgamated with any 


country other than England, but her advice 
was that the best and most patriotic thing 
to do was to buy in the world’s best markets. 
By doing so they would not only get the best 
value, but they would learn more and provide 
an inspiration for their people. 


COST OF AERIAL TRANSPORT. 

On the question of costs, Lady Heath said 
that while over short distances aerial tran- 
sport undoubtedly was costly, over long dis- 
tances it was by far the cheapest form of 
transport. Appealing for national support 
for aviation, the speaker observed, amidst 
applause, that if Ireland was to come to the 
forefront aviation must have the support of 
everyone in the country. 

Coming to the co-operative side of flying, 
Lady Heath emphasised the influence on 
aviation generally of light .aeroplane clubs. 
Through the medium of these the public 
generally could be interested in aviation. 
Light aeroplanes, costing about £650, and 
which one could learn to fly after about 
twenty lessons of half an hour each, were 
becoming increasingly popular, and she was 
convinced that the future of aviation lay with 
light aéroplane clubs. 

The Aero Club which had been started in 
Dublin was going to become a splendid suc- 
cess. There would be the real Irish en- 
thusiasm behind it, and she believed that if 
they held an aerial pageant, say, in the autumn 
or the beginning of the next aviation season 
they would get 50,000 or 60,000 people to 
come and see it. An aerial pageant in con- 
nection with the Tailteann Games would be 
a magnificent “ draw.”’ It was by these 
means they would familiarise the people with 
aviation—not merely with the civil, but with 
the military air services. She would also 
suggest the establishment of a Chair of Aero- 
nautics in one of the universities. 

A vote of thanks to Lady Heath having 
been proposed and seconded, Colonel Fitz- 
maurice was called on to speak. 

FLYING TOWARDS PEACE. 

The Atlantic flyer supported Lady Heath’s 
assertion that flying was one of the safest 
forms of existing transport. The Press, he 
suggested, was in a large degree responsible 
for the impression that flying was a suicidal 
business, for every air smash received the 
maximum oft publicity, while the motor or 
train wrecks were so common that they re- 
ceived comparatively little prominence. 

They heard a good deal recently of a pact 
o outlaw war. In his sincere opinion, the 
aeroplane, as a means of securing or cement- 
ing international peace, was more valuable 
than all the Leagues of Nations or peace pacts 
put together. Through aviation the peoples 
of the world would be brought together, and 
would come to understand that life was much 
the same proposition the world over, and 
that one man was as good or as bad as the 
other. 


DUBLIN BAKERIES’ 
WAGES.

BY TRANSPORT 


UNION. 

With reference to the statement in Satur- 
days papers announcing reductions in the 
wages of vanmen, stablemen, motormen, 
checkers, yardmen, etc., employed in the 
Dublin bakeries, the National Executive 
Council of the Irish Transport. and General 
Workers’ Union writes to us to say that, 
“on June 22nd the Dublin Master Bakers’ 
Committee posted notices in the bakeries 
announcing reductions varying from 5s. in 
the case of motormen to Lls. in the case of 
vanmen. These reductions were to operate 
from the first week in July, and any employé 
declining to agree to a reduction was to be 
dismissed. <A general meeting of the members 
of the Irish Transport and General Workers’ 
Union affected held on Sunday, July Ist, 
decided not to agree to the reduction. 

“ Subsequently the Ministry of Labour 
called a conference to discuss the master 
bakers’ demand, and in view of the notice of 
reduction a special general meeting of the 
Irish Transport and General Workers’ Union 
members decided that no useful purpose could 
be served by attending at this conference. 
Eventually the Master Bakers’ Committee 
and the Irish Bakers’, Confectioners’, and 
Allied Workers’ Union, in conference under 
the auspices of the Ministry of Labour, agreed 
to reductions ranging from 3s. to 7s., and it 
is these reductions which it is now proposed 
to enforce from the first pay day in Septem- 
ber. On being informed by the Ministry of 
this agreement our members concerned 
ballotted on the amended proposals, 
rejected them by an overwhelming majority 
on July 29th. Our members employed in the” 
city bakeries are, therefore, in nowise com- 
mitted to these reductions, and their attitude 
has been approved by the National Executive 
Council of the Union.”

Mr. J. J. Walsh, on behalf of the Council, 
presented Tunney with a  gold-mounted 
blackthorn walking stick, as a mark of their 
appreciation of his ready response to the 
Council's invitation.

be tried in Greece on September the 19th 
next, when Maitre Goulimy, the legal 
advisor to the British Legation at Athens 
(instricted by Mr. John Skeffington, solicitor, 
Dungannon); will watch the Laverty interest. 

Mr. George B. Hanna, M.P. (instructed by 
Mr. Skeffington) attended at Athens. at an 
investigation, and procured for the Laverty 
Brothers an assignment of so much of the 
moneys due by the Greek Government to 
Messrs.. Panagolopolous as will meet their 
claim, or a proportionate part there#* in pro- 
portion to the amount received by Messrs. 
Panagolopolous Bros. 

Great interest centres on the trial, on the 
result of which depends the settlement of the 
large Ulster claims.

Sir,—In my letter which appeared in 
Friday's issue, I avoided mention of the 
Rev. J. B. Leslie because, MAN fast to 
such ‘‘ canons of good taste ” as I possess, 
I continue to respect a man, however much 
I resent his language and his forms of 
thought. Mr. Leslie, however, brings the 
matter into the open, and I dare say he is 
quite right in. doing so, but it places. me 
under the necessity of craving your in- 
dulgence while I reply. The writer has been 
misled by my '' verbiage’’; I, therefore, 
humbly offer you now “' more matter with 
less art.” 

Mr. Leslie thinks that in the main I agree 
with him. I do not. I evidently failed to 
make myself clear. He thinks I described 
Professor Thrift as representing “the 
ecclesiastical standpoint of the Church of 
Ireland ” in the matter in question. I did 


not. I do not even know what the phrase 
means. Mr. Leslie wrote denouncing all 
censorship. I wrote defending censorship. I 


made it clear that 1 do not defend the bill 
in detail. I defend the principle. Mr. Leslie 
attacked the principle. 

Once upon a time there appeared a sort of 
newspaper which consisted of filth for filth’s 
sake. I could tell him all about it. It had 
t3 be suppressed. An “interference with 
personal liberty,’’ I shall be told; for there 
were doubtless many ncople who wanted that 
sort of thing: Yes, I admit that. The 
difference between us is that I cannot see 
why those people’s liberty should not be 
interfered with. The objector is bound, upon 
his principles, to object in like manner: to 
the censorship of films. I am prepared, in 
like manner, to defend it. Moreover, I wish 
Mr. Leslie would seize an opportunity, if 
such presents itself, of listening to the film 
censor talking in private about some of the 
rejected films. 

I resented Mr. Leslie's polemic reference 
to the bill as an admission that religion has 
failed to create moral stamina, because every 
legislative enactment bearing upon morals is 
in the same sense and degree an admission 
that religion has failed to produce in the 
nation the moral stamina that would render 
it unnecessary. Thus the argument as a 
contribution to polemics was an unworthy 
one. 

I reseuted the dragging in of a reference 
to craniotomy, because it was not a serious 

” . / . 

contribution to the subject. I know, of 
course, what the Roman teaching is, and its 
basis in what, I suppose, is to be called 
natural theology, but Mr. Leslie is not able 
to deal with this because, on his own show- 
ing, he has not seriously considered it. There- 
fore, it shonld be left alone. 

Mr. Leslie made plain, but unpleasant, 
reference to certain diseases and to the inno- 
cence of the sufferers therefrom. The 
innuendoes comprised in this reference I re- 
sented above all. In any case, the suggestion 
that, under given conditions, some form of 
evil flourishes is not a proof that those who 
wish to resort to fresh methods to combat 
the evil are in the wrong. They may be, 
but the argument is invalid.

could not have reconciled themselves, and 
many of my own generation, too, cannot 
reconcile themselves to new ways, new 


thought. “The questions at issue, now, how- 
ever, are the question of Ireland’s moral 
welfare, and the question of our responss)ility 
to support and strengthen the State in its 
endeavours for improvement and progress.

PROHIBITION. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Str,—Kindly allow me the hospitality of 
your columns to criticise what 1 consider a 
very biassed opinion of the results of prohibi- 
tion in America, made by your Special 
Correspondent in Belfast. He seems to infer 
that the chief result is “ lawlessness, de- 
bauchery and Government-made_ crime. 
Everyone who takes a wide and impartial 
view of the whole matter must agree with the 
Right Hon. H. Pollock’s statement : 
‘“When they heard adverse reports regarding 


prohibition in America, he would say to 
them, ‘Do not believe them.’ ‘These reports 
emanated from tainted sources. He had 


every opportunity of learning of conditions in 
America, and, although it was a fact that the 
law was egregiously broken along the coast, 
thanks to Britain, and that in cities along 
those coasts there, was great and illegal use of 
drink, yet little was being said of the hinter- 
land of that vast country where a great 
reformation had taken place. . . The working- 
men in America had come to realise what 
comfort and comparative riches meant.” . 

The Times, in referring to the question 
and the coming election, said recently: 
“There are no signs that the country as a 
whole desires to abandon the principle of 
prohibition, and the mere suggestion that the 
amendment to the, Constitution, which em- 
bodies the principle, should be tampered with 
is bound to cause alarm.’’ We do not think 
the law against theft is useless because there 
is still stealing; and America is too sure of 
the vast economic, industrial and moral ad- 
vantages of prohibition not to realise that, 
with proper enforcement of the law, the 
amendment is bound to continue. 

Your Correspondent says that we in 
Northern Ireland are seeking to introduce the 
same lawless conditions into the North. We 
regret that such an insinuation should have 
been made. We demand local option, or local 
choice, giving the people the right to decide 
for themselves whether they will have, or 
have not, public-houses in their localities. 
It is a most fair and democratic objective. 
The great body of wise and enterprising 
people in the North are fighting the drink 
with ever-increasing success, because it in-

Great public: interest was taken in the 
opening im the Belfast City Hall, yesterday, 
of the Home Office inquiry into the proposed 
new by-laws, by which the Corporation hope 
to cope with the menace to the financial posi- 
tion of the tramways undertaking, caused by 
the recently introdaced ‘bus competition. 

Mr. D. L. Clark, Assistant Secretary to the 
Ministry of Home Affairs, and Dr. George 
Bryan, Chief Local Government Auditor, are 
holding the inquiry, and 

Sir Lynden Macassey, K.B.E., K.C.; Mr. 
Murphy, K.C. ; Mr. Lowry, K.C.; and Mr. A. 
Black, M.P. (instructed by Mr. J. Archer, 
Town Solicitor), appe-r for the Corporation; 
Mr. J. Whitaker, K.C.; Mr. Pringle, K.C., 
M.P.; and Mr. E. J. Warnock (instructed 
by Messrs. Crawford and Lockhart), for the 
Ulster Motor Coach Owners’ Association; Mr. 
Pringle, K.C. (instructed by Mr. Robert 
Wallace) for ‘the Belfast Harbour Commis- 
sioners; and Mr. -E.-J. Warnock (instructed 
by Messrs. Martin H. Turnbull and Company) 
for a body of ratepayers. 


SCOPE OF NEW BY-LAWS. 


The. proposed by-laws provide for the ex- 
clusion of *buses from the central area of the 
city, the fixing of plates at which they will 
be permitted to take up and set down pas- 
sengers, and the charging of a minimum fare 
of 4d. fer any distance inside the city and a 
maximum .of 6d..for -places within a radius 
of ten miles of the city. 


THE CORPORATION'S CASE. 

Sir Lynden Macassey opened the case for 
the Corporation. . He said that a condition of 
things existed in. Belfast without parallel in 
any other city in the Kingdom where the 
Corporation owned the means of transport, 
and the continuance of that condition would 
destroy the financial position of the tramway 
undertaking, and would prevent it catering 
effectively for the neéds of the people. Briefly, 
the question for’ consideration was whether 
there should be applied to Belfast a system 
of regulation for thé omnibuses inside the 
borough which was common in England, 
endorsed by Parliament, adopted by the 
Ministry of Transport, in consonance with a 
quite clearly defined basis of local govern- 
ment administration in that country, or 
whether in adopting the basis of its by-laws, 
Belfast was going to be made an exception, 
going to be created a city unique in the 
whole of the United Kingdom; whether con- 
ditions would be allowed absolutely subver- 
sive and opposed ‘entirely to the whole basis 
of local government administration and 
directly. contrary to.every decision of Parlia- 
ment im. recent years; 

Counsel went at length into the history of 
the Belfast. tramway. uudertaking. When the 
Corporation acquired the undertaking Parlia- 
ment, at the instance of the railway com- 
panies, introdiced into the Act what was 
known as the Aberdeen clause, which pro- 
hibited the carrying on of the undertaking 
at the expense of the rates. The result, 
declared counsel, had been disastrous, so far 
as Belfast was concerned. The Corporation 
were severely restricted by the clause in 
adopting measures of initiative and enterprise 
which might, perhaps, for a short space of 
time, result.in a trading loss, but which 
might ultimately develop the whole of their 
undertaking. 


THE FINANCIAL POSITION. 


Sir Lynden explained at length the financial 


position of the tramways, into which, he 
sail, £2,630.309.. had actually been 
put, -and- the, total indebtedness’ of 
which was now--£1,111,180. He quoted 
figures dealing . with the traffic, and 
revenue of the undertaking, and gave com- 
parisons with similar undertakings in cther 
cities with a view to showing that it had 


been worked with a considerable measure »%! 
in June last, he said, a really in- 


success. 
tensive ‘bus service, competitive with the 
trams, was put into operation. Phe cesuit 
of the competition was that the averaze 
fare had dropped to an average of 2.68d. 
per car mile, and was falling week after 
week. In March last the srpius was 
£23,705, and on the basis of the average 
fare he had given that. surplus would be 
turned into a loss of £94,195. That was 


producing a condition of complete insolvency 
for the trams, ard a condition which, under 
the Aberdeen Clause, meant that the tram- 


way undertaking would have to be shut 
down. 
A condition of things had also been 


created in the streets which, he ventured to 
suggest, was absolutely unique and could not 
be found in any town, and was wholly in- 
compatible with the elementary notions cf 
traffic regulations. He was prepared to say 
that, in anticipation of that. inquiry, the per- 
sons concerned were operating the ‘buses with 
extraordinary discretion, but it was going 
on. and it was for the Ministry to consider 
whether it ‘Should. be allowed to continue 
when it was prevented from occurring in 
any other city outside Belfast. 


PROHIBITION ELSEWHERE. 

There appéared to be an impression, said 
counsel, that the Corporation were wanting 
to do something which: was oppressive and 
did not exist in anyother place. 

Mr. Whitaker, K.C.—-That is right. There 
is not a single town where there is a pro 
hibited area. 

Sir Lynden said’ that he could not 
congratulate his friend on his information, 
and mentioned several towns in which there 
was no ‘bus competition. 

Proceeding, counsel said that in no single 
English city with a municipal tramway un- 
dertaking were 'bus companies carrying pas- 
sengers permitted to compete with the mu:.i 
cipal transport system. 

Sir Lynden then explained the torm of 
the prohibition in various cities. In some 
instances there was complete prohibition 
against any plyifg for hire, even for outside 


purposes. Manchester was a case of that 
sort. It might also take the form of com 
pulsion on 'buses pjyiug for hire to charge 
a fare substantially ir excess of that charged 


on the trams, so as to make it « -taim tha! 
passengers inside the city would iravel on 
the municipal vehicles. In all these cases 
there was an immediate appeal to the Minis 
try of Transport, but the ‘bus concerss had 
never brought them because the practice was 


well settled. Besides, it had been con 
sidered by Parliament. If Belfast was to 
be provided with satisfactory local means 


of transport they could only be given by 
the Corporation. Cheap fares were essen- 
tial. ‘Bus companies were not under any 
obligation to give them, whereas there was 
a statatory obligation on the Corporation. 
The ‘buses could give workmen’s fares, but 
when the inquiry was over they could be 
withdrawn; theré was nothing to compe! 
their return. 
The inquiry was adjourned.

HOVE COUNCILLOR ON THE

Dr. T. Pocock, a member of Hove (Sussex)

in which it received them from beyond its 
borders. The Oriental Congress, while it 
will encourage mutual respect between the 
races and the colours of mankind, and 
will open up afresh the treasures of 
antique eastern wisdom, will do, perhaps, 
its greatest service to humanity in en- 
couraging the East to follow patiently in 
the path trodden by the western nations.

Shakespeare in Japan. 


The translation of ‘Shakespeare into 
Japanese was completed recently by a 
distinguished Japanese scholar, who has 
made this enterprise his life’s work. He 
began in 1885 with “Julius Cesar.” It 
is reported that his lectures on 
Shakespeare are very popular with 
students and with many people who are 
prominent in contemporary Japanese 
literature. We are reminded. of the one 
touch of nature that makes the whole 
world kin. It would be difficult to 
imagine two more different civilisations 
than those of England and Japan. Both 
countries were transformed almost beyond 
recognition by the industrial revolution. 
In modern times both possess all the 
signs of material progress—the railways, 
motor traffic, electricity, ' broadcasting, ' 
moving pictures and talking pictures. 
Both are confronted by kindred economic 
problems, and even some of the athletic 
games of England are »layed in Japan. 
Yet these resemblances must be counted 
superficial when we consider the widely 
differing traditions and the immense 
separation: by distance of the two 
countries.. The resemblances between 
them which a scholar, conversant with 
both languages, may find in Shakespeare 
are more significant and more profound. 
No additional commentary is needed to 
explain Hamlet, Polonius, King Lear and 
Jacques to any foreign. audience: they 
and their like are recognised everywhere, 
The historical Macbeth may not have 
reasoned exactly as Shakespeare s Macbeth 
reasoned, before his ambition o'erleaped 
itself; but the reasoning would be as well 
understood in modern Japan as it would 
have been understood in seventeenth 
eentury England or in ancient Scotland. 
It seems that any nation can be made to 
understar.d the deepest thoughts which 


are. expressed in the literature of another 
nation. Perhaps, the differences between 
races are not so great as geographers and 
anthropologists suppose.

A Museum’s Problem. 


The problem of space for over. two 
million specimens of rare insects is 
causing some anxiety to the authorities 
at the Natural History Museum, South 
Kensington. Visitors to the Museum are 
impressed “w the extraordinary number 
and variety of the insect collections; yet 
the general public sees only one-tenth of 
them. The others are not on view, but 
are accessible to biologists and entomo- 
logists. The available space long since 
has been exhausted, and recent additions 
have been stored in places where they 
can be reached only with extreme diffi- 
culty. Even savants have the ordinary 
human failings—the same temptation to 
“slack ” if there is any special trouble 
in finding the materials for their investi- 
gations. Men have risked their lives and 
have spent their fortunes to obtain 
specimens of some rare fly or beetle, 
which, perhaps, is hidden now in an 
upper room or in a distant passage at 
South Kensington. A spirit which was 
not daunted in youth by the dangers of 
the jungle may hesitate to-day before an 
additional flight of stairs. The Oberthur 
collection of rare and beautiful butterflies 
is among the recent acquisitions which 
have been stored away for lack of space. 
Laymen might think that many of the 
specimens at the Museum “' never would 
be missed,” but we may be confident that 
an enthusiast in some part of the world 
has at least one of them on his list, and 
that, sooner or later, he will come to 
South Kensington to examine it. 
Entomology has more than a purely 
academic interest. It is connected closely, 
in these days, medical 
Some of the worst epidemic diseases of 
tropical countries have yielded to pre- 
ventive measures, after a close study of 
Scientific workers 


with science. 


their insect carriers. 
in all countries, therefore, will sympathise 
with South Kensington’s plans to increase 
the accommodation at the Museum.

Miss Kathleen O’Brennan, a well-known 
Dublin journalist, had her first play, “Fuil 
Measure, produced at the Abbey Theatre last 
night. She should be very pleased and 
encouraged at the reception of her play. 

“ Full Measure’ is a Kerry play, in two 
acts, and its theme is emigration, the 
denuding of the countryside of its voung 
men and young women. It is a subject 
which has been before the Irish public for 
many years—has been part of the stock-in- 
trade of politicians right down to the last 
election. Miss O’Brennan has tried to present 
it from a new angle: that of its bearing on 
everyday life. To a large extent she has 
succeeded in accomplishing her object, but 
she has not produced a play that holds the 
imagination of an audience. She has created 
characters to fit into a situation, and there 
are far too many of those characters to claim 
the attention. t is a “ preachy’ play, and 
preaching and good stage-work seldom are 
one and the same thing. 

The ordinary man and woman who see this 
play will not feel about emigration in the 
same way as after reading Kickham’s poem, 
“She lived beside the Anner.”’ 

Miss O’Brennan is most successful in 
character drawing. We had at least 
half-a-dozen people put on the stage 
who we felt were real, true to 
life, each with a distinct individuality 
and peculiar mannerisms, both of thought 
and of expression. The contrasts are cleverly 
carried through—as, for example, in the 
differentiation between the mental outlook of 
Quinlan, the gombeen shopkeeper, and his 
wife Debby, and not in one instance is there 
the slightest falling away from truth of 
characterisation. The author is also very 
happy in turns of phrase, which sound very 
pleasant. 

The play got every chance from the pro- 
ducer, Mr. Lennox Robinson. and the actors 
and actresses. The outstanding character in 
the play is Nora Murtagh, a widow, of the 
small farming class, who sees the last of her 
Seven sons booked for America. In the first 
act she rises in maternal wrath against the 
full measure of sorrow which the necessity 
of his emigrating has brought to her; in the 
second she is reconciled to the will of God. 
Miss Allgood let herself go too far towards 
the melodramatic in the former. but we 
forgot that tendency to overacting when we 
saw the play of delicate art in the. second. 
This was the work of a very great actress.

Mr. Lennox Robinson, when asked by 
an lrish Times reporter to give his opinion 
on the Free State Evil Literature Bill, 
replied as follows :— 

“IT suppose I am expected to be deeply 
concerned about the effect of the Evil 
Literature Bill on Irish reading and Irish 
literature. I am mot. I and my friends 
will continue to read exactly what we 
have been accustomed to read, and we 
will write what we want to write. The 
bill will make our younger writers a little 
more daring. That will be its only effect 
on them. 

‘Of course, Ireland, if this bill becomes 
law, will be the laughing-stock of intelli- 
gent Europe, and I confess that I hate 
my country to look ridiculous; but I will 
get compensation and quiet amusement 
from perusing the expurgated Bible, the 
expurgated classics, and the expurgated 
Gaelic literature. Indubitabdly the first 
publication to be placed on the Irish index 
must be the bill itself.

STEAMER STRIKES ROCK

The prompt action by coastguards and 
boatmen saved the crew of five of the 
coasting steamer Kendy, 139: tons gross, 
bound for Swansea .from Cardiff, when she 
ran on the rocks and foundered off Porth- 
cawl yesterday.

Steps, I learn, are being taken by the 
managements of the Irish railways to 
arrange a conference’with the representa- 
tives of the men’s unions with a view to 
easing the heavy burden which these rail- 
ways are at present carrying.

The English railways, owing to the 
parlous condition in which they found 
themselves, adopted a similar method to 
seek relief from heavy costs a month or 
two ago, and the result of the conference 


has been a mutual agreement for a 
reduction of all wages, salaries and 
directors’ fees by 24 per cent.

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LINER'S MYSTERY 
FLIERS. 
SECRECY ABOARD 
THE ‘SCYTHIA. 


BY "PLANE TO FRANCE 
FROM QUEENSTOWN.

Just as the Cunarder Scythia, from New 
York, was weighing anchor at Queenstown 
yesterday morning to continue her voyage 
to Liverpool, the Imperial Airways flying 
boat, Calcutta, arrived to take on board 
two passengers who had chartered it to fly 
to France on urgent business. 

There was a good deal of mystery about 


the two passengers. They had embarked 
at New York as unostentatiously as 
possible, and had secluded themselves 


during the voyage in the most luxurious 
suite the liner afforded. Their meals were 
served in the suite, and they only stirred 
abroad to take the air about four o’clock 
in the morning when the decks were 
deserted. 

IDENTITY REVEALED. 

A rumour gained currency among the 
first-class travellers towards the end of the 
voyage that the mysterious couple were 
William B. Leeds, son of the Pittsburg 
tinplate millionaire, and his valet, and 
this was confirmed when the pair left the 
liner at Queenstown. Mr. Leeds, who is 
twenty-five years of age, is the husband of 
Princess Xenia of Greece. 

The flying boat was late in arriving at 
the southern port, having been delayed by 
bad weather. It is one of the craft in- 
tended for the England and India service, 
and has accommodation for sixteen 
passengers, being one of the largest types 
in commission. Yesterday it was piloted 
by Major Bracknell and Captain Bailey. 


BOWER OF SECRECY. 

Prior to the arrival of the flying 
Press photographers and _ reporters 
searched the liner in vain for the two 
passengers who had chartered it. It had 
been known locally for some days that 
the aeroplane was coming to meet the 
Cunarder, but everybody aboard the ship 
professed a bland ignorance on the 
subject. That the Calcutta was expected, 
however, was indicated by the captain’s 
greeting when approached by our Queens- 
town representatives. “Are you from the 
‘plane?’ he asked. 

When asked if it would be possible to 
secure an interview with the passengers 
who had chartered the ’plane, he declared 
that they would not see anybody. The 
local manager of the Cunard Company 
was somewhat more communicative. 

“The gentleman,” he said, 
customer of the Cunard Company, who 
has a business appointment in Cherbourg 
on Tuesday next; and, as the ‘plane is 
not here and the weather still continues 
unfavourable, he has decided to proceed 
on the ship to Liverpool, where he is in 
the hope of picking up a ‘plane to fly 
with him across to Cherbourg.” 

Shortly afterwards—at 9 a.m.—the 
visitors were ordered ashore. and the 
tender, with a number of liner passengers 
and others aboard, cast off from the 
Scythia. 

THE ’PLANE ARRIVES. 

The Scythia’s screw had just begun to 
churn up the water when an aeroplane 
was observed coming up from the South. 
It flew over the liner at a low altitude 
amid some cheéring from the passengers, 
and swooped up past Queenstown to alight 
gently on ghe water not four hundred

yards from the buey assigned for its 
mooring. 
The tug Morsecock, which had been 


standing by all the morning with a barge 
containing oil fuel, steamed in the ‘plane's 
wake. 

When the ’plane alighted on the water 
the airmen were met by the Assistant 
Harbour Master, Captain J. Murray, who 
had been afloat since 4 o'clock awaiting 
their arrival. Thé flying boat was quickly 
moored to the buoy, and the work of re- 
fuelling was proceedd with despatch. 

FROM LINER TO ’PLANE. 

In the meantime two figures were ob- 
served descending the ship’s side by a 
Jacob’s ladder to the waiting pilot boat. 
These took their seats on the after-tliwart, 
and in spite of the heavy rain which was 
falling appeared in excellent spirits and 
chatted with the pilot. Five small pieces 
of baggage lay in the bottom of the boat. 

Under a torrential downpour the pilot 
boat was attached by a rope to the tender 
which had put back towards the ship on 
sighting the ‘plane, and the return 
journey was begun. The sea by this time 
had become rather choppy and spray was 
splashing over the boat frequently, but the 
two men appeared to be enjoying the ex- 
perience. On the tender the passengers 
crowded to the stern to witness the un- 
usual sight. 

Queenstown was reached after about 
twenty minutes, during which the rain 
cleared off, but about one hundred yards 
off the Deepwater Quay the pilot boat was 
released, and the crew rowed towards the 
‘plane.’ Shortly before a Customs officer 
had boarded the boat from the tender, and 
carried out an examination of the luggage 
which the passengers had with them. 

OFF TO FRANCE. 

As the boat was released from the tender 
the unknown young man waved cheerfully 
to those on board, and his last words 
were: ‘Good-bye, Mr. Green,” the remark 
being addressed to a well-known New York 
business man. When somebody calle 
out: ‘‘Good-bye, Mr. Leeds,” he turned 
his head slightly, but did not reply. 

The millionaire passenger and his 
servant left Queenstown at 11.55. Taxi-in¢ 
to the Spit Light, the machine took off 
easily, and in a few minutes was Jost to 
sight in the grey horizon. Mr. Leeds 
waved farewell to the score or so of row- 
boats and launches which put out to view 
the departure. 

It was stated that the Calcutta had 
accomplished the flight from Plymouth to 
Queenstown in two hours and fifteen 
minutes. 

Mr. Buerton received the following com- 
munication. to-day from Mr. .J. Fitzgerald, 
Chairman, Queenstown U.D.C.: “Dear Mr. 
Buerton,—I wish, on behalf of the Council 
and people of Queenstown to wish your 
venture the greatest possible success, and 
to extend through vou a hearty welcome, 
and best wishes for a successful flight to 
the airmen now about to take off from our 
port, with its first air trans-Atlantic 
passenger.”’ . 

About twenty passengers embarked on 
the Scythia for Liverpool, and about one 


hundred passengers disembarked for
